2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-8 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Friedrich et al. because Friedrich teaches a system 
for controlling data transfer between resources in a device [abstract]; means for separating a fucntionality into a control interface [col. 
6, lines 47-55] and a data interface [col. 5, lines 28-47]; means for constructing control interface within procesor (col. 7, lines 32- 
47]; means for onstructing data interfaces outside processor [col. 7, lines 48-63]. 

Friedrich et al do not specifically teach the system for controlling data transfer between embedded resources. However, friedrich et 
al. eache the sytem tor controlling data transfer between client and server. It would have been obvious to one of an ordinary skill in 
the art at me tiem the invention was made to implement Friedrie et al. system for controlling data transfer between embedded 
resources to allow direct connection and minimize processing overhead.
